how- to p revent germ infection? in 
surgical incision*

The three great p roblems of sur­ 
gery were once said to be haemorr­ 
hage, anaesthesia and asep sis. The 
control of hemorrhage was solved 
long ago by doughty old Amboise 
Pare in the middle of the sixteenth 
century , by the use of the ligature. 
With 
that discovered 
and 
an­ 
aesthesia and asep sis added, the 
surgeon could exp lore any p art of 
the human anatomy w ithout caus­ 
ing the p atient any excruciating 
immediate p ain and without hav­ 
ing him bleed to death and with­ 
out leaving him infected 
with 
germs to sup p urate to death. 
Then began the golden ap e of 
surgery —about 
189 0. 
It 
lasted 
•bout thirty y ears. It was the age 
of develop ment of great meciian- 
ical dexterity . All the classical 
op erative p rocedures were devel­ 
op ed during that time—how to re­ 
move the ap p endix, how to drain 
the gallbladder, how to remove 
p arts of the stomach and intes­ 
tines— how even to enter the chest 
and take out p art of the lung with­ 
out its collap sing and to sew up a 
wounded heart without stop p ing 
its beating, to exp ose the very 
brain 
itself, to remove organs 
which were making trouble, such 
as the thy roid gland, and the 
sp leen, to remove tumours and in­ 
fected organs any where. All this 
was standardized so it could be 
done with the greatest economy 
and the maximum of safety and 
minimum of damage to tissues. It 
wag indeed the golden age. 


Th# New Surg ery 


It aeemed to many surgeons of 
my ap p renticeship day s that there 
was nothing left for them to learn. 
But there was and the new sur­ 
gery is learning it and advancing 
to build more safeguards around 
the surgical p atient. 
The watchword of the new sur­ 
gery is p hy siology . The old sur­ 
gery was anatomical 
structural. 
It had learned to rip op en and nail 
together again a human being 
vary much as if he were a frame 
ho use. And indeed I am inclined to 
think that many of the surgeons 
I 
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Die t a n d He a lth 


knew m my y outh so regarded him. 
The modern surgeon nas found he 
is a living, quivering organism of 
infinite comp lexity of chemical 
comp osition and though he may 
come out of a surgical op eration 
without bleeding to death, with­ 
out fain at.d without infection, he 
may go hayw ire and collap se just 
because tome too rude fingers have 
been stirring up his chemical solu­ 
tions and twanging his nervous 
ganglia too much. As I/ird Moy ni- 
ham, one of the greatest of the old 
surgeons, said, surgery is at last 
being made safe foi me p atient. 
Those p rocedures of the new 
surger;, 
concern 
largely 
p re­ 
op erative p rep aration and p ost­ 
op erative care. I hey include such 
measures a> safeguarding against 
embolism 
(blood clots), by the 
judicious use of hep arin and diou- 
moral and alteration of the p osi­ 
tion of the p atient. Also the p re­ 
vent,on and treatment of shock by 
transfusion, 
the 
p romotion 
of 
fluid exchange, 
rep lacement 
of 
p rotein and use of chemotherap y . 


Adv ance of Anaesthesia 


Anaesthesia as a branch of 
sur­ 
gery has also reached o ut to con­ 
sider p hy siological methods. There 
are now so many 
Kinds of anaes­ 
thesia that the exact ty p e needed 
by any p articular p atient can be 
fitted to him with tne nicety of an 
engineer's calculations. 
Dr. Harvey Cushing, one of the 
morning stars of the new surgery , 
wrrote once: 
“These detailed methods have 
sp read into all clinics—at least 
into those clinics where y ou and I 
would wish to entrust ourselves 
for op eration. The sp ectators no 
longer exp ect to be thrilled by a 
surgical op eration. These are now 
quiet, rather tedious, p rocedures 
which few bey ond the op erator and 
his assistants can p rofitably see. 
Tne p atient on the table, like a 
p assenger in a car, runs greater 
risks if he has a loquacious driver 
or one w ho takes close corner."
